riage, Enzland was aſhambles of flaughtred men : ſo vio- 
lent was the blood of ambition, ſo potent the fations,and 
ſoimplacabletheir heads; whoſe eyes were neuer cleard 
till rhey were wafſht in blood, euen inthe deare blood of 
their Obiects hearts. This King, Grandfather to our late 
Queene, was the firſt Britiſh King, that manie a hundred 
yeeres before wore the Emperiall Diademe of Englazd, 


France, & Ireland: in him began the name of Tewther, del- 


cended fromthe ancient Brirtiſh King, to floriſh; the iſſue 
male of royal Plantagenet endingin his beginning: his wite 
Grandmother to our late E/zabeth, being the latt Planta- 


genet, whoſe Temples were heere:circled with 4 ſphere of 


gold. VWhichKing andQueeneljued and loued, and row 
lic intoombed in that moſt famous Chappell , builr at his 
Kingly charge inthe Adbey of Weitmin#er : King Henry 
dying 1n a good age, left Exgland, rich, beautifull, and tull 
of peace; and fo bleſt with his iſſue, after royally matcht to 
Scotland & France,belides hisvndoubred heire King Henry 
of tamous memory the cight ; chat no Kingdome in the 


" carth more Rouriſhed. 


His ſonne, the Father of our E/;zabeth, was to his Ene- 
mics dreadtull, to his friends gracious, vnder who'e Fn- 
{191e the Emperour himlelfe ferv'd: ſo potent a Prince he 
was: beltdes,!o liberal] and bounteous, that he ſeemed like 
the Sunnein his Meridian, to ſhowre downe gold round 
bout rhe Horizon : But hee died too, and left

Princely hopes; all which haue ſeuerally ſucceededother, 
Toyailic maintaining theright of England,and reſiſted with 
power all forraine wrong. 

For King Edward our late Soueraignes Brother,though 
he died young in yecres, left inſtance hee was no Infant in 


vertues z his learning, towardnes, and zeale, was thought | 


fitter for the ſocietic of Angels than men, with wtiem no 
doubt his ſpirit lives eternally, 

Such affurance haue wee of the happines of that royall, 
gracious and worthy Ladie Mary his cldeſb ſiſter : who in 
her death exprelt the careof her.Kingdomes, fo much la- 
menting one Townes lofle, thatſhe told her attendant La- 
dies, ifthey would rip her heart when ſhee was dead, they 
ſhould finde Callice written in it. O Thenot,with all you 0- 
ther Nymphs and Swaines (ſetting by her affe&tion to Pa- 
pall religion, wherein ſhee was borne and liued) learne by

With his Thenot interrupted Collin, telling him, there

her gouernment : but ſuch as rayld at her, are ſtil] as they 
then were, proud phanatike ſpirited counterfaites, expert 
innothing but ignorance, ſuch as hate all rule, for who re- 
ſiſteth correction more than fooles , though they deſerue 
it moſt 2 Beleenve mee Therot , and all you well attecte | 
Swaines, there is no greater warke fora true ſhepheard to 
be knowne by, than Humilitie , which, God hee knowes, 
theſe mad men moſt want : too much experience haue wee 
of their rhreed-bare pride, who. bite the dead, as liuing 
Curres may Lyons: not contented with their ſcandals of 
thatRoyal Lady,our late Soueraignes Siſter,but they haue 
troubled the cleare ſprings ofour Miſtreſſe Elizabeths blel- 
ſed gotiernment:; nay, myſeltc haue ſeene and heard with 
glowing eares ſome of them, euen in the fields of Calydor, 
when his Excellence, thar 1s now our Empertall ſhep- 
heard, was onely Lord of their foldes, ſpeake of his Maie- 
ſtie more audaciouſlie & maJapertly, than any of vs would 
' doe of the meaneſt officer. ,For as I ſaid cuen now, if Ru- 
lers chancetoflip : itis moſt vnlufferable, that eucry impu- 
dentrayler ſhould with the breath of his mouth ſtirre the 
chafhe multitude, whoſe eares itch for nouelties, whoſe 
 mindes are as their numbers, diuers : not able to judge 
themſelues,much leſle their Soueraignes. Bur they ought, 
if they bertrue Paſtors,tofollow the great Pay the Father of 
all good ſhepheards Chriſt, who teacheth euery of his 
Swaines to tel] his brother priuatly of his fault, and againe, 
and againe : by that glorious number , rhree, including 
numbers numberlefle , before it be tolde the Church.

The highneſſe of his Emperiall place, greatneſle of his 
blood, mightineſte of his alliance, but mott, his conſtancie

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tification for that hisarmie Jay farre fromthe Sea, or Mar- 
chantable Townes, and hee thought VVine was vnto him 
very dainty : which the Ozeale accepted kindly,for that the 
ſaid Swzth was borne inthe Oneales Countrey: and ſuch 
the Irth doecſpecially, and betore others, truſt, to bring 
meſſages cuen from their greateſt enemies , vnder whom 
they ſcrue. But the deceit being quickly ſpide, Sth was 
by the Oxealeſent bound tothe D--utie, to whoſe plot he 
would faine haue imputed the ſame practiſe: but contrari- 
lie, the Deputte publikely puniſhed the ſaid S-7zth,and her 
Maieſtie retus'd him for her ſernant ; ſaying, ſhee would 
keepe noneneere herthat would deaic treacheroullic, no 
though it were againſt traytors. |

ſon to hauetooke away the life of Feff Mic Hue, a Re- ' 


bell more immane and barbarous than any of the 0- 
ther two : the Lord chiefe Iuſtice of the Common Picas 


(yctliuing) opening at the ſame time, how ut a ſpirit her | 


Maieſtie was poſſelled with, that ſhe hated treaſon, cuen to 
craytors - much more then to annointed Kings, whoſe ho- 
nours and reputations, ſhee ſoa maintained, that ſhee not 


long {ince puniſhed by fine and impriſonment, awealthie 


rayler, for voreuctent wordsſpoken againſt the perfon of 


. King Phihp, heropen and profeſſed enemie : So ftaithtull, 


ſo juſt, ſo gracious was ſhe. 


And to make it more plaine , that Spaine intended ' 


England the firſt wrong , long time before it was mutte-

death ofhim got victorie,he thus gloried : Herein am 
I comforted, that Fdye a conquerour , For cuen 
when death laide his laſt ſiege to her yet vnvanqui- 
ſhedlife, Tyrone, the long diſturber of her State, be- 

' ſought by agents mercicarherfteere, O Nywphs and, 
Shepheards, doubtnotſhe was full of diuine Hope, 
whoſe heart obtained euer the thing it faithfully deſt- 
red; and that her deſires were all of faith, I could 
adde infinite examples to theſe alreadic alleadged: 
bur that it is needeleſſe to caſt water in the Sea, or 
to make queſtion of that all men knowe, and will 
confeſſe, except ſome whoſe hearts are ſtraungers 
from Truth, andthe proteſled Receptacles of falſe- 
hood. E. 

Her Charitiethethird and principall diuine Grace 
tothe eye of mortals: (for that Faith and Hope bend 
principally their ſeruice to Heauen, and-Charities 
etfects are manifeſted on earth) hath beene extended 
ouer all herRealmes, and ſtrerched to the comfort of 
her oppreſſedneighbours, The multitudes of poore 
daily releeued from her purſe, the numbers of ſicke 
perſons yeerely viſited , and by her owne hand their 
corrupt ſores toucht, the waſhing of poore womens 
feete, andrelecuing their wants, was a ſipnethat ſhee 

-was humble, as well as charitable: for Humiliric is

Charities ſiſter ; they are two twins born at one time, 
and as they are borne together inany ſoule whateuer, 
ſo dothey liue and die together: the humble ſpirit be- 
ing cucr charitable, and the charitable ever humble : 
for itis as impoſſible to haue a proud man charitable, 
as to reconcile fire and water z or to make accord be- 
tweene any contraries, As ſhe was in theſe particulars, 
exceeding all Ladies of her time, giuen to this helpfull 
vertue,ſo had ſhe generall impoſitions through all her 
kingdome, for her wellable ſubiccts to followe her 
example : and ſo much did her example preuaile,that 
beſides the ordinaric and weekely almes diſtributed 
through the Realme, there haue beene more particu- 
lar Almeſ{-houſes builded for the reliefe of the aged, 
then in anie (ixe Princes Raignes before. And as all 


parts of England haue in this imitation bin very for- : 
ward , fo hath the Citie of London exceeded all; 


wherein divers priuate men haue builded ſimndrie 
houſes for the poore;and allowed them penſions : but 
the Corporations hauc beene moſt bountiful,as moſt 
able:and among all.the right VVorſhipiull the Mer- 
chant-Tailors haue exceeded the reſt : all haue done 
well that haue done aniething,but they beſt of any 0- 
ther,asI will one day ina ſong of liberall Shepheards 
thankfully expreſſe : though tor my ſelfe Iknowe him 
not in the leaſt gift to whom I am in that ſort bonnde, 
bur I ken not Thenot, how I may, for there is none 11- 
ving but may lack. Asthe City,fo many knights,Gen- 
tlemen,honorabte and deuout perſons haue followed 
her example:aboue the reſt,an honorable,caretull,re- 
nerehd and learned watchman, as full of mildneſſe & 
pietie, as he is of yeares and griefes for his good and 
royall Miſtreſle loſle ; at Crozdez bath builded a wor- 
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thieReceptacletothe like charitable end, 

As for the poore and decrepit with age, her Royall 
Maieſtie had this charitable care ; fo for fouldiers,and ! 
ſurers,ſhe was very prouident. 'The laſt being oppreft + * 
in any partof her Realmes by men of much wealth | 
and little conſcience , ſhee allowd them counſell and 
proceedings in Forma pauperis , and maintenance 
weckely inthe Termes,tor ſome part of their ſuccour: *' 
ifany were delaydand abuſed, it was vtterly againſt 
her will . For fouldiers, and men of ſeruice, her de- 
crees of prouifton are extant: beſides,ir is moſt cleare, 
no Prince in the world,to lang,or Sea-men,was mo1c 
bountifull, or aticaſt willing, than her Highneſle: our 
of her Cofters it went; butthere is an olde Prouerbe 
Thenot, carriage is deere: andTI haue heard, but I will 
ſtand ronothing; baſe Miniſters, and vnder-officers, 
curta!l the Iiberalities of great and potent Maiſters, 
Soine hauc in her tume becne taken with the manner, 
and, beides bodily puniſhment and fines, diſplaced : 
as'I will remember, and cannot omit amid my griete 
rotell, though ſomewhat from this ſubiect ic diſſent, 
being of a fel;ow too meane, how her Highneſle in 
one of her Progreſles, walking inthe Garden of a 
houſe where ſhe was recejued,being tcmewhat neere 
the nighway , Leard on aſ::;ddaine, a market woman | 
crie : and from an Arbour behelce one of her owne | 
ſeruants, a Taker vp of proniſton, vie the woman vn- | 
. Ciuillie : whereupon the cauſe being examined, ard | 
the poore woman found by the ſame fellowe'to be 
wrongd, as well afore as then, her Highneffe cauid 
him preſently to be diſchargd of her ſeruice and puni- | 
ſhed: yer the fault being bur (light, the Taker was | 
countenanced to make ſutc to be reſtord; and ſome |

halfe yeere after, fell downe before her Maieſtie deſi- 


ring mercie, and reſtoring: her Highneſſe pittying 
his diſtreſle, commaunded him to be prouided for in 
me place, where he couldnotwrong her poore ſub- 
iects, but in any caſenot to make him-a Taker, Ma- 
nic ſuch falſe ones ſhe hath puniſhed with death,, and 


choſe that haue by power, friends,or fauourcapd, let 


then Zachens reſtore, leaſt their ends be worte than 
their beginnings, I could in this as all the reſt, rec- 
kon multitudes of examples, but I will end with her 
Excellence in this Aﬀt of Charitie extended to her 
neighbours: whom ſhee hath by her bountie delive- 
red fromthe tyrannie of oppreſſion, and ayded the 
right of others againſt rebellious fubiects: others aſſi- 
ſted to recouer the:r Kingdomes , not ſparing milli- 
onsto ſuſtaine the quarrell of the righteous, 1here- 
ward of which mercy and charitie ſhe now findes, be- 
ing done for his cauſe : thatleauerhno deed of mercy

As ſhee was richly ſtored wi:hdiuine DIR ſoin 
morall vertues , no Princefle cuer-liuing in the earth 
can be remembred to excecede her. Her wiſedome 
was without queſtion in her lite by any vnequalied, 
ſhee was ſententious , yet gracious inſpeech ; Soex- 
pert in Languages, that ſhe anlwered moſt Embaſſa- 
dors in their Natiue tongues - her capacitic was there- 
- with ſo apprehenfiue, andinuention ſo quicke, that if 
anic of them had gone beyond their bounds, with 


gracious maieſtieſhe would haue limit:ed them withs- .. 


in the verge of their duties, as ſhee did royallie, wiſe- 
lie, and learnediie, the lait frutting Poland Meſien-

ger, that thought with {talking lookes, and fwelling 
words to.daunt her vadaunted Excellence, But as 
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he came proud, he returnednot without repentance; 


having noother wrong heere but the ſhame of his 
owne lauſineſle. | 


Manie ſuch examples I could ſer downe, bur I 


will ſatisfie you with one more. VVhen the Spani- 
ards hauing their Armatho readie, remporiſde with 
her Highneſſe Commiſſioners inthe low Countries, 
thinking to find her vnprouided : at laſt, when they 
accounted all ſure, they ſent her their Kings choife 
cither of peace, or warre, wittilie included in foure 
Latine verſes : portending,that it ſhe would ceaſe to 
defend the lowe Countries, reſtore the goods taken 
' by repriſall from the Spaniards ; build vp the Reli- 
gious houſes diuerted in her Fathers time, and let 
the Romane Religion bee recelued through her 
land ; why then ſhe might haue peace : it not, it was 
r00 late to expe any. hich proud commaunding 
Embaſſie, with royall magnanimitie, gratious, wiſe- 
dome, and fluent wit, .ſhe anſwered inſtantly in one 
knowne prouetbiall line,which the lodainly madein- 
toa Verlc,

O Theyot, did not aflurance of our kingly Poets 
loneto the Muſes, ſomewharcomfort me,I ſhould vt- 
rerly diſpaire euer to heare Pattorall ſong againe, fild 
with anic conceit ; ſceing her Excellence , whoſe 
braine was the Hellican of all our beſt and quain- in- 
uentions,ts dried vp by the incuitable heate of death. 

Her owne juſtice was {uch,as neuer any could tru- 
ly complaine of her 3 neither did ſhee pardon faulres 
vnpardonable,as murder,rape, Sodomie, that final- 
moſt not to be namd: neither was there jn her ( with 
her knowlege) .extremitic of iuſtice ſhowre to 
; other 
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other malefaRors : if any ſuch did fall, it was either by 


falſhood or malice of t'.c euidence, practiſe ofcor- 
rupt men or ſome other ſecret wherwith poore Shep- 
heards are vnacquainted:only thiswe are taught:thar 
God ſometime puniſherh the ſins of parents on their 
Children to many generations, 

Bui forherſelte, ſhe was alwaies ſo enclined to e- 
quity, that ifthe left Luſtice in any part, it was in ſhew- 
ing pittie -as in one generall puniſhment for murder 
it appeared : whereas before time there vas extraor- 
dinary torture , as hanging wiltull mudecers aliue in 


chaines ; ſhee hauing compaſſion. like a true Shep-_ 


heardneſſe of their ſoules,though they were of her er- 
ring and vtterly infected flocke ; ſaid their death fatis- 
fied for death : aud lite for life, was all could bee de- 
maded:afftirming more, that much torture diſtracted 
2 dying man: in particular,ſhe ſaued many. Among 
lome vnworthy of her mercy,that proud fellow , who 
vniuſtly named himſclte Doctor Parry, and another 
as I remember called Patrick an [riſh man:the firſt ha- 
uing offended in burglary,againſt a lawier able & wil- 
ling to take away his lite,therto vrged by many miſde- 
meanours: and for that Parry doubted his attemptto 
kill & act of fellony was without compaſle ofpardon, 
conſidering the place where it was done, and againſt 
whom ; thought a leaſe of his life ſafeſt , which ofher 
benigne mercy he obtained for 21.yeares; but ere 3, 
of thE were palt, he did vnnaturally attempt her death. 
that had giue hun life;for which traiterous ingratitude 


i he worthily was cut off : the Iriſh man likewiſe being, 


pardoned for a man ſlaughter, prouedynthanktull, 


| andendedas heliued ſhamefully. Belides, ſhewasſo 
| inclinableto mercy, that her juſt and ſeuere Iudges 
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rold her,how ſome deſperate malefators builaing on 
friends,and hoves of pardon,cared not for offending, 
but euen ſcoffed at authority;wherof when ſhe heard, 
ſhe rooke {peciall care, conlidering it was as great in- 
juſtice to pity ſume, as ſpare others, taking order to 
ſigneno pardon; except the Indges hand were at ic 
firſt, which truly knew the cauſe why the party was 
condemned: by which meanes murderers, and pre- 
ſumptuous offenders were cut off from all hope. 

One notable cxample of heriu{tice among many I 
wil here reinember: Cercaine condemned for Piracie, 
hauing made fome end with them they wronged, lay 
for their lives at her mercy, andthe Indge ofher Ad- 
miraltic hauing ſignified fauourably of the qualitie of 
their offence, ſhe was moued to pittic them , and had 
commanded their pardon to be drawne.In the meane 
time two ofthem, trained vp inthe faſhion of our co- 
mon Cutters,thatI may tel thee(Therot)ſwarm rather 
like deui!s than men about the country, that ſweare as | 
it they hadiicenſeto blaſpheme, & ſtab men as if they | 
had authority; nay,ſometime rchemſelves for very tri- 
fles: two ſuch Ifay,were in the company of theſe con- 
demned Pyrates, hourely hoping for their lives: and 
brauing cither other of their manhoode, ſaying, one | 
dur{t more than the other: the eldeſt being Maiiter ct | 
their late ſhip, where: they had ſailed tothatplace of Z 
forrow, flyces his owne fleth with a knife, asking the # 
other it he durſt doo as much: the Younker was very # 

readie, and tivo or three times followed the ole + 
foole , in that defperate wounding of hinielfe .'Il1;- Þ 
brutiſh acte being committed in the prifon belong- | 

' Ingtoher Maieſties owne houſe, came quick!y to her 
royall care, and fome fewe dayes after, their parcon f

to beſigned; who graciouſly gaue life toall the reſt, but 
commanded them by expreſſe name to exetution,lay- 
ins, they were vnworthy mercie, that of theinſelues 
had none: ad4ing, itwas very likely, that ſuch as in a 
priſon, andintheirftate, would be fo cruell to ſhead 
their owne blood, would haue ſmall compaſſion of o- 
thers whom they onercameatſea; and fo leauing them 
to the Jae, they were worthily executed, 

Othermercie nothing can be ſaide more, but that 
it equalled, or rather asIlaid before, exceeded her iu- 
ſtice, Among infinite numbers whom ſhee pardoned, 
that one eſpecially being a cleare witnefle, who ſhot 
the Gunne off againſt Greenwich, eucn into her Maic= 
ſties Barge, hurt the next man to her, at broade days 
light, almoſt impoſſible to be excuſed by negligence 
or ignorance; forthatany man hauing his peece char- 
ved, would rather yponretyring home, haue diſchar. 
vcd it amongtheReedes, than toward the breadth of 

the Riuer, whoſe ſiluer breſt continually bore vp a 

number of veſſels, wherein men paſſed on ſundrie afe 

faires. How cuer wilfullorvnwilfull the a was,done 
it was, and by a Iurie he was found guiltie, and adiud-' 
ged todie : toward execution he was ledde, with ſuch 
 clamour and iniuries of the multitude, as fildomeany 
' the like hath bene ſeene or heard; ſo hainous and odi- 
ous his offence appeared ynto them, that being vpon 
the ladder readie to be caft off, the common people _ 
had no pitic of him: when euen iuſt in that moment of 
diſpaire and death,her Maieſtie ſenta gracious pardon, 
which deliucred him toall mens wonder. I want bur 
the Arcadian Shepheards inchaunting phraſe of ſpca« 
king, that was many times witnefle to her juſt mercies, 
and mercifull;aſtice:yet rude as I aw,I haue preſumed 
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- tohandlethis excellent Theame,in regard the Funeral! 

haſtens on, ofthat ſometime moſt Serene Lady, and 
yetIſcenone, oratleaſt paſt one or two that haue ſung. 
any thing ſince her departure worth the hearing ; and 
of them, they thatare beſtable, ſcarce remember her 
Maicſtie. I cannotnow forget the excellent and cun- 
- ning Collin indeed, (for alas,I confelte my ſelfe too too 
rude,)complaining thataliberal Mecenas long fince dy- 
ing, was immediatly forgotten, euen by thoſe that li- 
uing moſtlaboured to aduance his fame : andtheſeasI 
thinke cloſe part of his ſongs : |

Well,thou doſt well; andin this I dubbly 
praiſe thee : to carke for ſheepeand lambes that cannot 
tend themſclucs, & not to mourneas without hope our 
great Shepheardeſle; who afterlong life and glory on 
carth , hath obtainedalongerand more glorious life in 
heauen. But to procecde, As ſhe was conſtant in faith, 


ſtedfaſt in hope, cheerfull in giuing, prudent in ſpea- 


king, iuſt in puniſhing, but moſt mercifull in par- 
doning : fo for the third morrail Vertue Tempes 
rance, there was in no age bcfore, a woman ſo cxal- 
ted to carthly honour cuer read off, that fo long, ſo 


grationſly , in outward 8 domeſtickaffaires goucrned 


her kingdom,familie,8 perſon, with like moderation. 


Firſt, for her kingdome, what can be deuiſed more 


nearethe meane, . than ſhe hath in all things followed 2 
For inreligion as inother things, there hath beene an 
extreame erring from thetruth , whichikeall vertues, 
(being indeede the head of all) keepeth place in the 
midſt; ſo hath ſhee eſtabliſhed the true Catholicke 
and Apoſtolicall Religion inthis Land, neither ming- 
led with multitudes of idle ſuperſtitions; nor yet wan= 
ting true honour and reverence for the Minitterie, in 
laudable and long receiued ceremonies, 


But here I ſhall be carpr at, in that I cailtiic Relt- 
| $a 
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gion profeſt in her time, true Cathohkeand Apoſto- 
licall : conſidering the Sea of Romeand ſuch Engliſh 
onely as be her {worne Sonnes, thinke that ſeate all 
one to holde the Apoſtolicall faith : excluding her 
Maicſtie, and all other Chriſtian Princes with thcir 
ſubic&es, that haue not talne before that Chaire, 
as people woorthie to be cutte off from Chriſtcs con- 
gregation : giving them names of Proteſtants, Lu 
therans,and I know not what. Andon another l1de, a 
{cleted company,that would needs be counted Saints 
and holy ones,when there is nothing but corruption in 
theirhearts, they forſooth condemned her ſacred go- 
uernment for Antichriſtian : when to the amazement 
of ſupcrſtitious Romancs, & ſelfe-prayling Sectuaries, 
God approued her faith by his loue towards her. And 


Icſt I ſhould be taskd of igr.orance,and termed a Nulli- 


fidian in defending neither ofthele ſides: and onely of 
the faith that the Co/ſzar profeſt , which was cuer one 


with the-moſt. I ſay, I was borneand brovghtvpinthe 


Religion profeſt by that moſt Chriſtian Princeſle £/- 


zabcth, who belceucd not that the ſpirice of God was 
bound ortydeto any one place, no more to Romethan 
Amtiech, that the Candleſticke of any Church might 
be remooucd, for neglecting their fiiſt loue, and 
tcaching traditions of mcn, in ſteade of ſacred veri- 
tic: and no man can truly denie butthe chufch of Rome 
tath'fo taught. and ſtandeth nor in her firſt eſtate, 
but if it were inthe Primitie Church perfectly and 
fully eſtabliſhed : then hath it receiued many traditi- 
ons lincc, which our Z/;zzab«th nor any of her faithfull 
lubiccts would obay, being no way by Gods worde 


thervnto warranted: beſides, there is apparant proofes 


that the church of Roe hath many hundred yeares 
; perſecuted 
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perſecuted with great craeltie : which is no badge of 
the true Apoſtolicall Church. 

For the other ſor: : it is well knowne, they are for 
the moſt yo ignorantand mechanick people, ledde 
by ſome fewe hotte ſpirited fellowes, that would faine. 


| haueallalike. Thele tying themſclues toa more ſtrait 


courſe outwardly than other men, though they be vt- 
terly obiet tothe Romaniſts, yet haue they more he 
Saints and ſhe Saints among them than are in the Ro- 
miſh Kalender : where none or at leaſt very fewe are 
called Saints, but holy Virgins, Martyrs, and Confeſ- 
ſors; but all the brethren and ſiſters of the otherlſide, 


areatthe firſt receiuing into their communis,Sainted, 


if it be but Kit Cobler, and Kate his wife; and both 
hee and ſhee preſume they haue as ſufficient ſpiritcs 
to teach and expound the Scriptures, as either Peter, 
or 10hn, or Panlc, tor fo bluntly they terme the bleſ- 
ſed Apoſtles : but their vanitic and pride our F//z4- 
beth hated, and therctiore brideled their waies, and 
-was not mooued with their hypocriticall faſtes, be- 
cauſe they faſted to ſtrife and debate, as it is written 
by the Prophet Eſay 58. and to (mite with the fift of 
wickednes. | | 

Her Highnes therefore taught all her people the 
vndoubted truth : faith in Chriſtalone, the waye, the 
doore, and the life : not turning either to the right 
hand, or tothe left : and inthis being the beſtmeane, . 
her Temperance chiefly appeared : this rule ſhe taught 
her kingdome,herfamilie,herſelte:at leaſt cauſed them 
to be taught by excellent Paſtors, to whom humbly 
ſhe gaue publike eare.. 

Andinthis, ſo for apparell, manners and diet, fie 
made Lawes, and gaue cxample in her owne perſon - 
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tocurbe the yanitie of pride in garments : by expreſſe 
Statutes,appointing all menand women to be apparel- 
ledin their degree and calling. To exprefſethe exceile 
of drinking, and hated {inne of drunkennefle, ſhe hath 
commaunded no drinke in her Land to be brued aboue 
an caſe price: & to auoyd gurmandize,ſhe hath yearely 
commaunded the Lentand Faſting-daies to be kept, as 
intimes before, not for ſuperſtition ſake, but common 
policie, to haue Gods creatures recciued indifferently, 
and alſo to encreaſe Marriners for the ſtrength of the 
Ie, whoſe numbers while fiſhis contemnd, Hy neglect 
of fiſhing mightily decay : fiſhers being indeed. pretty 
traind Marriners; by reaſon that they haue experience 
in moſt of the Hauens, Creekes,Shoalecs, Flats, & other 
rofits and daungers neare the place they vſed. But 
what ſhouldI ſay,itrhey that will onely make the (crip- 
ture their cloake, and yet reſpec not this part , Obey the 
MaziFtrate for conſcience : their {inne fall ypon them« 
ſelues.Itruſtthe Prince is excuſable,that would his fub. 
ies would do wel, and ſoIanzcertaine was her Excel» 
lence. L: : 

True ſaid Therot, but for al/her Lawes.theſe courſes 
werelittle ſet by, I haueTeene vpſtarts tette it gayer than 
Lords,numbers drinketill they haue ſeemde dead, and 
multitudes cate fleſh euen vpon good Fryday. What 


' remedie ſaid Coll; : they that will breake the Kings 


Lawe, make littleaccount of Gods : ſuch ſubicas are 
likefalfe Ezecutors , that performe not the Legacies of 
the dead , herhighnes was notthe worſe for that good 
Lawes were violated , they that dealt ſo with her, 
dealt worſe with God: oftending him double by brea- 
king his Lawesand hers. Butin herowne houſehold 


andperſon ſhe obſcrued all thele rules : and though 
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many abroad by corruption were winkt at;yet ſometime 
there were ſome taken and paid home. 


But her exceclling Selte, though her Table were rhe 
avoundanthieſt furniſht of any Princes in che world, 


with all varietie : yettedde (hee ofteneſt of one diſh;and 


that not of the dainticſt .For quathng as it was vnfitting 
her Sexe, ſo thee extreamely abhord it : hating ſuper. 
fuel : and fo farre vas ſhee from all niceneſle, 
that Fhaue heard it credibly reported , and knowe it 
by many inftances to be true, that ſheeneuer could a- 
bidetogaze ina mirrour or looking-slafſe : no not to 
behold one, while her head was tyred and adorned, 


but {1mply truſted to her attendant Ladies for the . 
comelinet{c ofheratrire : and that this 1s true, Thenot FE 


am the rather per{waded, for that when was yong, al- 
moſt thirtie yearesagoe, courting it now and .then : I 
haueſcene the Ladies make great ſhiftto hide away their 
looking-glaſles if her Mateſtic had paſt by their digs 

O humble Lady , how mecke a ſpirite hadſt thou? 
How farre fromaffeRting beautie, or vaine pride : when 
thou defiredſt not to ſee thatface, which all thy ſubiects 


longed dayly tobehold , and ſundry Princes came from - 


farretowonder at. | 
As in theſe things ſhee kept truely the Meane, ſo like- 
wiſe in hergitts : asI firſt nored touching her Charitie, 


which was [till ſo tempered (notwithſtanding her great 


charge in aiding herdiſtreſſed neighbours:) thatſhe was 
euer truely liberall, and no way prodigall : as I truſt his 
Royall Maieſtieſhall, by the treaſure, finde. +: 
As ſhee was adorned with all theſe vertues, ſo was ſhe 
indued with Fortitude and Princely courage , fo plenti- 
fully, that her diſpleaſure ſhooke euen her ſtoureſt ad- 
uerlaries : and thoſe vnnaturall i, tors that came by 
mea. 
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med ſundry times with bloodie reſolution to Jay violent 


hands on her ſacred Maieſtie, her very lookes would 


daunt, and their inſtruments prepared for her death, 
dropt from their trembling hands with terrour of their 
conſ{ciences,and amazement to behold her counterance; 
Nay,when ſhe knew they came of purpoſe to kill her,ſhe 
hath ſingled diuerſe of them alone , and ler ſome paſſe 
from her with milde cauecats a farreoff :! whoſelenitie, 
rather increaſing then diminiſhing their malice , they 
haue followed deſtruction which too timely ouertooke 
them. | 

I could in this place name many particular men, as 
Parry and others : but I will content yee with one prt- 


uate example ouerpaſſing the generall; when Applerree 


whom I remembred before, had hurt her water-man, be- 
ingnextto her in the Barge; the French Ambaſlador be- 
ing amazed, andall crying Treaſon, Treaſon : yetſhee 
withan vndaunted ſpirite, came tothe open place ofthe 
Barge,and bade them neuer fcare , for it the ſhotte were 
madeather, they durſtnotſhooteagaine : ſuch maicſtie 
had her preſence, and ſuch boldnefſe her heart, that ſhee 
deſpiſed all feare; and was as all Princes are, or thould be; 
ſo full of diuine fulnefſe, that guiltie mortalitie durſt not 
behold herbut with dazeled eyes. * 

 ButT wonder faithT herot, thein ſo many yeares built 
no goodly Adifice wherein her memorie might live. 
So did ſheeanſwered Colhz,the goodlicſt buildings in 
the carth , ſuch as like fleeting Iles commanded the fecas, 
whoſeoutward wal's are dreadfull Engins of braſſe, ſon. 
ding fearefull thunderamong enemies. And the inha- 
bitants of thoſe woo7en Iles, are worthy Seamen., ſuch 
as dread to danger, but for her would haue runne cucn 
inte deftryRions-mouth.; Itcllihee Theyot, Ihauc ſeene 
beers os | -1n 
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ina fightſomelike nimble ipirites hanging in the aireby 
lictle cords, ſome lading ordinance with deathtull pow- 
der; ſome charging Muskets , and diſcharging ruine on 
their enemies;lomeat the foreſhip,others buſic at helme, 


; skipping here and therelike Rocs in lightneſſe, and Li- 


ons in courage; thatit would haue powred ſpirite into a 
{icke man to {ce their reſolutions. For ſuch tenants made 
the many-buildings, exceedingany Emperours Nauy in 
the carth : whoſeſeruice I doubtnot will be acceptable 
to her moſt worthy Succeſſor , our dread Soueraigne 
Lordand King. 

Other Pallaces ſhee had great ſtore of, which ſhee 
maintained and yearely repaired, at leaſt would haue 
done, it thoſethathad care ot herſuruaying, would haue 
beene as carefull for hersas for their owne. 

What ſhould1 ſay other 2 the clowdie mantle of the 
night, couers the beautie of the heauen : and this eue- 
ning lookes like thoſe toure days that prececded thetmor. 
ning ofherdeath. The beaſts the _ that ſhe ended 
her fate in carth, kept an vnwonted bellowing, ſo thatT 
aflure thee Theror, being afſuredofherickeneſſe, I was 
troubled (beingawakned with their cries) with imagi- 
nation ofher death, that I pittied not my bleating fidcke, 
who with their innocent notes kept time with my true 
reares,till the houre other death was paſt, when immedi- 


ately a heauy fleepe ſhur ” the windowes of mineeyes: 
- at whichtime, (as I haue ſince heard)deaths eternal ſleep 


vtterly benummed all her fences, whoſe ſoule (T doubr 
not) hath already entredendleſle reft , whither God will 
draw her glorified body in his great day. Sweete Vir- 
gine, ſhe was borneon theEue of that bleſſed Virgines 
Natiuitie, holy Mary Chriſts mother : ſheediedon the 
Euec ofthe Annunciation of the fa — moſt holy Virgin; 
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ableſſed note of her endleilebleſſednefle, and her ſocie. 
tie in heauen with thoſe wiſe Virgines, that kept Oyle 
cuer in their Lampes, to awayte the Bridegroome. 
Shee came vnto the Crowne*after her Royall ſiſters 
death, like a freſh Spring eucn in the beginning of Win- 
ter, and brought vs comtorte, as the cleare Sunne doerh 
to ſtorme-dreſſed Marriners, ſhee left the Crownelike- 
wiſcin the winter of her Age , andthe beginning of 
our Spring : as ifthe Kulerot heauen had ordained her 
Coronation in our ſharpeſt Winter , to bring vs happi- 
nefſe,and vncrowned herin our happieſt Spring,to leaue 
vs in morefelicitic by her Succeeder. O happy begin- 
ning, and more happy end : which notwithſtanding, 
as naturall ſonnes and ſubiects , let her not goe vnwept 
for toher graue. This euening letvs be like the Euening, 
thatdrops dewy teares on the earth : and while our 
hindes ſhutvp the ſheepe in their folds, ſinga Funerall 
ſong for the loſſe of diuine Elizabeth, inuocating abſent 
Schollers to bewaile her, whom in ſundry Schooles ſhee 
cheriſhr, and perſonally in either of their Vniuerfities 
vilited : letvs bid ſouldiers lament her, toward. whom, 
beſides many apparant ſignesof her exceeding loue, this 
is one moſt worth memorie; ſhee came amongeſt them 
mounted at T 7burre, _ gatheredintoa royall A1mie 
againſt the Spaniſh Inuaſion, promiſing to ſhare with 
them in all fortunes, if the enemie durſt but ſhew his face 
aland. Let Citizens likewite ſhead tearcs for her loſſe, e- 
ſpecially thoſe of Zoxdor, to whome ſhe was cuer a kinde 
Soueratgne, and bountifullneighbour, 

Ineede notbidde the Courtiers weepe, for they can 
neuer forgette the countenance of their gracious Mi- 
ſtreſle, till they haue ingrauen in their hearts the fauour 
of their moſt Royall Maiſter. Forvs poore Shepheards; 
> 5! _ . though 
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though weare not able to ſute our ſclues in blacke, fine 
inough to adorne ſo Royall anEnterrement, yet T 5enor 
quicken tay inuention ,. Dyyope and Chlor:s ſhall beare 
parte ; and letvs conclude our ſorrow for Z/4 ina Fu- 
nerall Hymne ; that ſhall haue power to draw.from the 
ſwelling Clowdes, waters to affiſt our woe. The Springs, 
taughtby the teares that breake from our eyes, already o- 
uerflow their bounds : The Birds ſit mute to heare our 
muſicke, and our harmeleſſe flocke hearken to our 
moanes. | 

To this they all, as gladly as their griefe would ſuffer 
them,conſented. Col for his broken Pipetoooke Cud.- 
ayes, who could neither {ing nor play, Hee was ſo full of 
paſſion andiighes.
